Comments. 

Until  four  years  ago  Maltby  was  almost  permanently  upon  the  West  Riding  County’s  black¬ 
list  of  areas  with  high  infant  death-rates.  What  made  this  particularly  distressing  was  the  fact  that 
these  death-rates  did  much  more  than  merely  say  how  many  young  children  died  out  of  every 
thousand  born.  They  indicated  that  the  health  of  the  whole  infant  population  was  poor  and  that 
there  were  poor  standards  of  infant  feeding,  clothing,  rest  and  cleanliness.  They  also  indicated  that 
a  high  proportion  of  young  children  were  being  permanently  damaged  by  illness. 


The  infant  mortality  statistics  provide  a  most  interesting  study.  When  the  district  was  first 
constituted  in  1925  the  infantile  death-rate  was  over  90.  Between  1935  and  1945  it  ranged  around 
the  60  mark.  In  1952  it  was  22.  If  the  rate  of  1925  had  persisted  there  would  have  been  29  instead 
of  six  infant  deaths  in  1952.  With  the  rate  of  1935  there  would  have  been  17  deaths  and  with  that 
of  1945,  15  deaths.  This  shows  a  drastic  change  for  the  better  in  the  care  of  babies. 


One  of  the  chief  causes  of  infant  death  is  the  birth  of  small  and  weakly  premature  babies. 
The  standard  accepted  for  prematurity  is  5^  lbs.  or  under,  and  there  were  as  many  as  25  of  these 
babies  in  1952.  four  of  whom  were  so  tiny  or  feeble  that  they  died. 


Illegitimate  children  usually  have  a  poorer  rate  of  survival  and  special  attention  is  given  to 
their  welfare.  Where  home  circumstances  are  poor,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  mother  to  be 
admitted  to  St.  Agatha’s  Hostel  for  eight  weeks.  No  illegitimate  babies  died  in  1952. 


Qne  hundred  and  forty-six  women  were  admitted  to  maternity  homes  and  hospitals  for 
their  confinements.  Forty-one  per  cent,  of  those  delivered  at  home  by  midwives  were  given  pethi¬ 
dine  and  12  per  cent,  gas  and  air  analgesia. 

The  district  again  had  the  highest  birth-rate  in  the  West  Riding. 

There  was  another  expansion  in  the  Home  Help  Service  during  the  year. 


A  Group  Training  Class  for  mental  defectives,  with  19  cases  in  attendance,  brought  some 
relief  to  the  unhappy  parents  of  these  unfortunate  individuals. 


A  mass  radiography  survey  in  August  helped  to  hurry  the  diagnosis  of  ail  types  of  chest 
conditions  which  happened  to  be  present  in  2,401  adolescents  and  adults. 


The  energetic  action  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  helped  to  raise  the  housing  and  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  to  a  still  higher  level^of  efficiency. 

The  Housing  Committee  was  most  sympathetic  and  helpful  in  considering  conditions  of  over¬ 
crowding  among  tuberculous  cases. 

All  the  records  point  to  the  fact  that  there  was  more  progress  in  Public  Health  than  in  any 
previous  year  of  the  district’s  existence.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Population. 

The  increase  in  the  population  figure  was  maintained  and  at  mid.  1952  the  total  was 
estimated  to  be  12,850,  which  was  365  more  than  at  the  1951  census. 

Births. 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  the  total  births  allocated  by  the  Regis¬ 
trar-General  to  Maltby  was  272  or  4  more  than  1951.  The  crude  birth-rate  was  21-3  per  1,000  popu¬ 
lation,  the  comparability  factor  was  100  so  the  comparable  rate  was  also  2  T 3  per  thousand  popu¬ 
lation. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15-3  per  thousand.  For  further  comparison  see  the 
statistics  table  at  the  end  of  this  section.  Nine  of  the  total  live  births  were  illegitimate. 


Stillbirths. 

Eleven  stillbirths,  including  3  illegitimate  stillbirths,  were  recorded  during  1952  as  compared 
with  5  in  1951.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  38-7  per  thousand  live  and  stillbirths  or  0-8  per  thousand  of 
the  population. 


Deaths. 

After  allowing  for  transfers,  95  deaths  were  allocated  to  this  area  in  1952.  The  comparable 
death-rate  was  10-6  per  thousand  of  the  population.

In  connection  with  (he  two  licensed  caravans,  the  general  hygiene  and  sanitary  conditions 
were  good  and  no  nuisance  was  caused. 

The  number  of  itinerant  van  dwellers  decreased  in  1952.  As  usual,  they  were  sited  along 
Outgang  Lane,  but  with  the  close  co-operation  of  the  local  police  the  vans  were  removed  as  soon 
as  possible  after  arrival  or  detection. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  only  portion  of  the  area  remaining  unsewered  was  Sandbeck,  Stone,  Yews,  etc.  In  this 
portion  there  were  67  houses  not  connected  to  a  public  sewer,  although  32  had  water-closets  dis¬ 
charging  into  septic  tanks,  cesspools  or  small  works. 

As  regards  rodent  infestation  of  sewers,  the  annual  10%  ‘test  bait’  again  showed  absence  of 
‘takes’— some  22  manholes,  scattered  throughout  the  district,  having  been  baited.

Public  Cleansing. 

It  was  possible  to  maintain  t  weekly  collection  of  house,  trade  refuse  and  salvage  throughout 
the  district,  including  a  special  collection  of  pail-closets  in  the  rural  areas. 

Like  all  other  business  and  commercial  undertakings,  the  running  costs  showed  a  marked 
increase  over  those  for  1951.  The  total  gross  expenditure  was  £5,870,  with  a  total  income  of  £718. 
Only  £278  was  received  from  the  sale  of  salvage — a  very  disappointing  and  unexpected  fall  in 
revenue,  due  to  a  drastic  fall  in  prices  on  the  waste  paper  market.

It  will  be  noted  that  live  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  unsatisfactory. 
These  were  taken  from  (a)  Malpas  Hill  Cottages,  (b)  “The  Limes,”  Sandbeck,  and  (c)  Sandbeck 
Lodge  Farm.  In  each  case  use  of  the  supply  was  restricted  pending  further  investigation.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  (a)  the  collecting  chamber  at  South  Wongs  was  reconstructed,  and  the  supply  was 
restored  to  normal.  As  regards  (b)  and  (c)  negotiations  were  commenced  with  the  Sandbeck  Estate 
Agent  for  the  installation  of  a  mains  supply.  Pending  the  outcome  of  these,  water  was  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  premises.

Although  the  number  of  bodies  actually  recovered  was  small  in  comparison  with  the  number 
of  treatments  carried  out,  the  actual  ‘takes’  of  poison  bait  generally  indicated  a  good  ‘kill’.  During 
the  year  ‘Warfarin’  was  extensively  used,  particularly  for  mice  infestations,  and  satisfactory  results 
obtained.

Food  Hygiene. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  on  inspecting  shops,  markets,  canteens  and  vehicles 
where  food  was  prepared,  stored  or  sold.  Much  educational  work  remains  to  be  done  before  a  clean 
and  pure  food  supply  can  be  attained. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Daily  recordings  were  continued  on  the  smoke  filter  installed  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
office,  and  the  calculated  monthly  returns  were  forwarded  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  to 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  Maltby  compared  favourably  wtih  neigh¬ 
bouring  local  authority  districts  in  the  results  obtained.
